SIR Richard Branson has vowed 
not to give up in his bid to kitesurf 
across the English Channel - 
despite two failures last week. 

His attempts to get from Dungeness to 
France were scuppered by the weather. Rough 
seas and high winds forced the Virgin boss to 
turn back to Dungeness after just five miles on 
Tuesday. 

But the next day there was too little wind 
and he made just a few yards from the beach. 

Sir Richard planned the trip to mark his 
60th birthday, which he celebrated in July, and 
wants to become the oldest person to cross the 
Channel by kite-board. 

Before his second attempt, Sir Richard said: 
“I’m still determined - more than ever. I’ve 
even made sure I packed my passport. We’re 
all set to go.” But after his setback he vowed: 
‘We’ll hopefully be back over the next month.” 

Sir Richard’s had just three days to make the 
attempt under an arrangement with French 
coastguards. His team waited on the beach for 
more than three hours before giving up. The 
bid was supported by Princess Beatrice, who 
was among the spectators. Sir Richard’s kite¬ 
surf team included his nephew Ivo Branson, 
15, and children Holly, 29, and Sam, 26, and 
the princess’s boyfriend, Dave Clarke. 

Kite-surfing involves the rider being pulled 
through the waves on a surfboard, propelled 
by a large kite. After the last attempt, Sir 
Richard arranged for supporters to sit on the 
shingle, forming the letters B, O and O. 

Giving the thumbs down, he said: We are 
saying boo to the weather.” 
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Shop owner all 
wrapped up in 
recycling quest

A FOLKESTONE busi¬ 
nesswoman is hoping to 
set up a mini-recycling 
scheme for local shops in a 
bid to combat the curse of 
plastic packaging. 

Sue Sheppard, who owns Lacies 
in Dover Road, said she was 
prompted to act after becoming 
overwhelmed with the volume of 
bubble wrap and other materials 
which came through the post with 
stock deliveries. 

Now she hopes that by teaming 
up with a Lympne recycling compa¬ 
ny, others will jump on board and 
help avoid the wasteful wrapping 
ending up in landfill. 

Ms Sheppard said: “I got fed up of 
throwing out plastic that comes off 
everything we buy. 

“I did some research and found 
out about Keith Cornell, which does 
the recycling for Port Lympne ani¬ 
mal park and they offered to come 
and take it away for free, if we can 
get enough people to sign up. 

“We’re supposed to keep our trade 
plastic waste separate from our 
domestic waste, but for small busi¬ 
nesses it’s impossible as it’s so hard 
to get rid of. 

“But this is a win-win situation if 
we can get enough people interested.” 

The proposed fortnightly collec¬ 
tion route would go through 
Sandgate, Folkestone and Cheriton 
before heading back to the depot at 
Lympne. 

It would initially be targeted at 
smaller, individual businesses that 
find it more difficult to dispose of 
their waste, rather than larger 
national stores who usually make 
their own arrangements. 

Ms Sheppard said she had

already received a message of sup¬ 
port from Shepway MP Damian 
Collins and met with Folkestone 
town centre manager John Barber 
about the scheme. 

In his letter Mr Collins said: “I 
think it’s a marvellous idea and I 
have written to the Cabinet mem¬ 
ber at Shepway council to ask him if 
he has any ideas on how you can 
promote this initiative..” 

Ms Sheppard said she and Mr 
Barber had gone around the town 
centre and received interest from 20 
individual shops. 

A Shepway council spokeswoman 
said the authority started weekly 
recycling collections of paper, card, 
cans, tins, glass, and plastic bottles 
in 2005, and paper and card in 2000. 

When the joint recycling contract 
with Dover starts, the aim is to col¬ 
lect other plastic and provide more 
opportunities to recycle, but the 
exact type had yet to be decided, she 
said.

Sole fishing back on 


THE North Sea’s Dover sole fishing 
grounds have been reopened to 
Shepway’s fishing fleet after negoti¬ 
ations between the European Union 
and MPs. 

Fishermen have been told they 
can return to sea after a month on 
dry land after the amount of Dover 
sole they are allowed to catch was 
extended. 

Skippers along the coast from 
Ramsgate to Dungeness feared for 
their livelihoods after the North Sea 
sole fishery closed in July in a row 
over stocks. 

But government negotiations 
with The Netherlands and 
Germany have increased the EU 
sole quota for boats under 10 
metres, which can now catch 250kg 
a month, worth about £2,000. 

The Marine Management 


Organisation (MMO) is responsible 
for closing and reopening fisheries 
when quota allocations are reached 
under the Common Fisheries Policy. 

“The reopening of the North Sea 
sole fishery is great news and some¬ 
thing I’ve been working closely with 
the MMO on securing,” said fish¬ 
eries minister Richard Benyon. 

John Nichols, of Thanet 
Fishermen’s Association, said he 
hoped the boats would be out at sea 
after midnight on Thursday. 

“One of the most important things 
is that the minister recognises the 
importance of the inshore industry 
and is prepared to help.” 

Vessels up to 10m long make up 93 
per cent of the UK fishing fleet but 
only get three per cent of the quota. 

The EU has promised to reform 
the system in 2011. 


Closed reactor back in 
action at Dungeness 

ONE of the two reactors at Dungeness 
nuclear power station is back up and 
running after more than 300,000 
hours of repair and maintenance. 

Unit 21 at the B reactor came back 
online on Thursday, August 19. 

The unit was out of action while 
inspections were carried out on the 
boilers; it came back online when the 
Nuclear Installations Inspectorate 
gave its consent for a restart. 

Dungeness B station director 
Graham Finn said: “These were tech¬ 
nically challenging inspections, but 
we’re pleased to say no problems 
were identified.” 

Hundreds of thousands of man¬ 
hours were spent on the mainte¬ 
nance. 

A small fire had broken out at the 
neighbouring Unit 22 in November 
last year, temporarily leaving the 
reactor offline. 

Mr Finn said: “Working within the 
EDF family of companies, we have 
been able to draw on expertise from 
Europe and America throughout this 
project. 

“This has given us access to indus¬ 
try experts that, working closely with 
our local team, have been instrumen¬ 
tal in bringing Unit 21 back into 
service.” 

Gary Glitter spotted 
driving in Sellindge 

REPORTS that disgraced pop star 
Gary Glitter could be living in 
Shepway have sparked a fever of 
interest. 

National newspapers and a televi¬ 
sion company have all followed up 
Yourshepway’s exclusive report that 
paedophile Glitter had reportedly 
been spotted in the Seabrook area. 

And now the latest report says he 
was at the wheel of a green classic 
car on the A20 in Sellindge. 

Witness David Nicholas said: “I 
was driving through Sellindge and I 
definitely saw him. 

“He had a bald head, a goatee 
beard and a smug look on his face.” 

Other reports have put the former 
glam-rock star - convicted of child 
sex offences - in Hythe, Sandgate 
and Folkestone. 

He is also reported to have been 
barred by some Shepway pubs. 

Cross-channel tourism 
groups to co-exhibit 

TOURISM promoter Discover 
Folkestone, Hythe and Romney 
Marsh and its counterparts from 
Boulogne are to exhibit together at 
an upcoming conference. 

The World Travel Market 2010, the 
tourism industry’s biggest event, is 
being held in London in November, 
giving promoters the chance to pres¬ 
ent to thousands of trade buyers 
what they have to offer. 

Discover Folkestone and the 
Communaute d’Agglomeration du 
Boulonnais have worked together for 
some years on projects to boost 
tourism and trade on both sides of 
the Channel. 

Together with Shepway and 
Canterbury councils and the 
Boulogne Shepway/Canterbury Co¬ 
operation Organisation, they are 
partners in the Transmanche Green 
Network.

Smuggling tales come 
to life at Day of Syn

SMUGGLERS, highway¬ 
men and soldiers were all 
thronging the streets and 
beaches of Dymchurch dur¬ 
ing the Bank Holiday week¬ 
end when the village cele¬ 
brated its bi-annual Day of 
Syn. 

The festival is held to celebrate the 
literary figure created by writer 
Russell Thorndike in 1915, Dr Syn. 

A smuggler, pirate and outlaw, but 


by day a parson, the character has 
been played on film and appeared in 
many novels. 

He is Romney Marsh’s best known 
fictional creation - riding as The 
Scarecrow at the head of his gang 
The Nightriders and bringing contra¬ 
band goods to local gangs. 

In the books he is the vicar at 
Dymchurch-under-the-Wall - and in 
real life the village was the centre of 
many smuggling operations. Secret 
tunnels have even been discovered 
connecting cellars and pubs. 

It is believed these were originally 
used to store smuggled goods away 
from the eyes of the revenue men, 
who were once based in what is now 


the village church. 

Every two years villagers put on 
period dress and re-enact a landing 
on the beach which culminates in a 
battle. 

This is the year rough sleeper and 
“King of the Road” Peter Pickles was 
due to attend the event as part of a 
70-mile walk for a London-based 
charity. 

He dressed in an traditional 18th- 
century smuggler’s costume, set off 
from Old Street in East London on 
Wednesday for the four-day walk 
back to his birthplace at Dymchurch. 

Sleeping rough each night, he was 
raising money and awareness for the 
Kings Comer Project, who work with 


young people.

Convicted man's 
appeal for justice 

A MAN who served 25 years in jail for the 
murder of a gangland boss is to appeal to 
the European Court of Human Rights in 
a bid to clear his name - despite being out 
of jail for the last 12 years. 

Paul Cleeland, 67, who now lives in 
Folkestone, was jailed in 1973 for shoot¬ 
ing Terry Clarke in Stevenage, 
Hertfordshire. 

Three Appeal Court judges turned 
down his request to reopen his case in 
2002 despite the fact that he claims 
forensic evidence used in his trial has 
been discredited. 

Mr Cleeland said techniques used in 
testing shotgun residue could show he 
had nothing to with the murder. 

He said: “I’ve always said I was inno¬ 
cent. I served my recommendation mini¬ 
mum 20 years but still wasn’t released 
because I wouldn’t say I was guilty. 

“I sat for another seven years protest¬ 
ing my innocence. All I want is the truth.” 

His solicitor, Ricky Arora, said: “We’ve 
received information as a result of the 
Barry George case that would suggest 
certain tests that were carried out at the 
time shouldn’t have been relied upon 
and other tests were available that 
would in fact have cleared Mr Cleeland.” 

Appeal judges considered fresh evi¬ 
dence in February 2002 but rejected all 
20 grounds of his appeal. 

Mr Cleeland was freed in 1998, five 
years after the end of his minimum 
sentence. 

Mr Clarke, a friend of Mr Cleeland, 
was shot twice as he got out of his car on 
November 5,1972. 

There was no eyewitness evidence 
against Mr Cleeland and the only motive 
put forward by the police was that he 
had an argument with Mr Clarke two 
years earlier. 

The first trial failed to reach a verdict, 
but a retrial saw Mr Cleeland convicted 
of murder and sentenced to life in jail. 
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Cycling artist to paint on the move

Speaking about the inspiration 
behind the challenge, Shane told 
Yourshepway: “Last summer I was 
on a bike ride with Gregg and we 
decided we’d always wanted to do the 
end-to-end of the country. 

“Then we decided we’d make the 
destination Folkestone because of the 
regeneration efforts and trying to 
make it a place for people to visit.” 

Being a trustee of the Church 
Street Project, it was also an opportu¬ 


nity for Shane to use his artistic 
skills to good effect along the way 

“I’ll probably do a picture every day, 
but it won’t be a full-on oil painting 
like in the gallery.” he said. 

“It won’t just be landscape but per¬ 
haps some still life as well.” 

Each finished piece will then be 
posted ahead to Shane’s framer 
before going up for auction on the day 
the two are scheduled to return, on 
September 25. 

His typical regime has involved 
getting up and on the bike by 6am 
and cycling for two to three hours, 
four days a week, together with run¬ 
ning and steps training. 

Shane said: “I’m stocking up on 
Ibuprofen as I’ve got a slight twang 
in my tendon behind my left knee, 
but the doctor said I should be okay. 

“For a couple of days we may only 
do 30-40 miles but on the whole the 
average has got to be 70 miles a day.” 

Shane and Gregg will be flying to 
Scotland with their bikes next 
Tuesday morning before leaving on

THE English weather let down 
billionaire adventurer Sir Rich¬ 
ard Branson as too much wind 
and then not enough spelt the end 
of his cross-Channel record- 
breaking attempt. 

Along with his family and some professional 
kitesurfers, he was bidding to become the old¬ 
est man to cross to France using a surfboard 
and kite as well as lead a party of 17. 

Guinness Book of Records officials were on 
hand to record the event as it unfolded at 
Dungeness - but were not required. 

One of the spectators was Princess Beatrice, 
whose friend Dave Clarke was part of Sir 
Richard’s team 

Sir Richard, 60, said before the first attempt 
took place: “I don’t think it is in the same risky 
league as ballooning - it’s more of a fun adven¬ 
ture to take part in with one’s family. 

“I’m determined to succeed and in any case it 
is a wonderful way to celebrate a birthday. 

“My family have run marathons with me 
and next year we are going into space togeth¬ 
er, so they love a challenge as much as I do.” 

However, the sea was too rough on the first 
occasion and even the rescue boats and sup¬ 
port craft found the going difficult. 

Sir Richard said he wanted to continue but, 
having gone five miles out, allowed himself to 
be overruled on safety grounds. 

Watching from the shore, Princess Beatrice 
said: “I’m just here as a spectator and I want¬ 
ed to wish them well.” 

This tiy came from shingle beach near to the 
RNLI station - but the following day the 
surfers moved half a mile down the beach. 

This time the wind was too slight - around 
seven knots.

Sir Richard took to the water in a powerboat 
to look at conditions and met with a passing 
yacht which relayed a weather report. 

The surfers then moved to a point further 
along the spit where the wind was stronger. 

As support boats Jolly Fisherman and 
Princess Leia waited offshore in an increasing 
swell Sir Richard gave the order to go. But he 
made just a few yards before it was decided 
conditions were not right for the attempt. 

Friends and supporters sat down forming 
the word boo - directed at the weather. 

They then rushed along the beach and dived 
into the water - ducking and splashing Sir 
Richard. 

However, the Virgin boss said he was not one 
to give up and would be tiying again in the 
coming weeks - after talking to the authorities 
in France about safety and suitable windows of 
opportunity. 

Sir Richard’s mother Eve was another 
onlooker. She said: “It’s typical of Richard to try 
out yet another crazy thing. 

“I’ve had 55 years of craziness from him - I 
let him off the first five years.”

THE Germans planned to invade 
Britain during the Second World 
War by dressing up in British uni¬ 
forms and making use of two stair¬ 
ways in the cliffs at Dover to creep 
along the beach to take the defences 
by surprise. 

The plan was revealed as part of an MI5 file 
into the abortive invasion - which would most 
likely have taken place in summer 1940 if the 
Luftwaffe had won the Battle of Britain. 

The invasion plans are revealed in a report by 
a member of an elite German intelligence unit 
called Sonderstab (Special Force) Hollmann - 
known as The Wild Dogs. They have now been 
made available through the National Archives. 

The stormtrooper unit was led by Wilhelm 
Hollmann, described as 45 years old “but looks 
at least 50... a trifle stooped” with a “gold right 
incisor” tooth and “very little hair”. 

“What hair he has is clear blond,” a US intel¬ 
ligence report added. “Has long arms, very thin 
legs, blue eyes.” 

Herr Hollmann had begun as a former secre¬ 
tary to the Jahnke Buro, a freelance intelli¬ 
gence unit run during the 1930s by Kurt 
Jahnke for Rudolph Hess - who later flew to

Britain on what is widely believed to have been 
an attempted peace mission. 

According to the report, members of the 
Hollmann group spent March 1940 training 
using barges constructed on the rivers and 
canals of Germany and the Low Countries and 
then towed down the Channel coast and 
moored on the beaches opposite Dover. 

They were a frequent target of RAF bombing 
raids with Hampden, Wellington and Blenheim 
aircraft pounding the embarkation points 

The informant says landings were planned 
along the English coast and in Scotland and 
Southern Ireland, but the attack would be cen¬ 
tred around Dover. 

The invasion would begin with a “heavy aeri¬ 
al attack” followed by “specially trained shock 
troops”. These were to “attempt to make land¬ 


ings with a view to seizing and holding strate¬ 
gic positions until the main body of German 
troops could be brought across in barges”. 

The informant, a man named Werner 
Janowski, said his unit was to arrive under 
cover of darkness, wearing Allied uniforms, as 
others had during the invasions of France, 
Holland and Belgium. 

Cpl Janowski, who worked for the German 
Intelligence Service, the Abwehr, told MI5: 
“Having effected a landing they would proceed 
along the cliffs to a point outside Dover where 
there were steps leading down to the beach and 
from this point they were to continue along the 
beach. They would regain the cliff head by 
means of some steps near Dover station and 
pass alongside the railway station and take 
possession of three docks on which were gun 
emplacements. They would then signal to Luft¬ 
waffe that the docks were in their possession.” 

Training for the invasion continued through 
September and October 1940, with the unit 
under orders to “prepare for embarkation at a 
moment’s notice”. But the soldiers then realised 
the invasion would not take place that year. 

When the barges were moved to Dunkirk, 
most were destroyed by the RAF. 

Officially Adolf Hitler had cancelled the inva¬ 
sion - codenamed Operation Sea Lion - on 
September 17, 1940, after hearing his forces 
lacked naval support after losses in the 
Norwegian campaign and air support as a 
result of the Battle of Britain.

Do you enjoy teaching? 


A lt is, because there’s an arts following here. 

There are lots of stage schools which are 
geared up to doing just shows and nothing 
else, but we call ourselves a dancing school 
because although we do a biannual summer 
show, we give pupils a good grounding in tech¬ 
nique as well with their dance. 

I’d like to think we’re providing that. We’ve 
had a pupil get into White Lodge at the Royal 
Ballet School - she’s 11 and going in 
September. One of our older boys has just got 
into the Arts Educational School in London. 


I love it. From the age of five, when I start¬ 
ed dancing, I’d decided I wanted to dance 
professionally and I wanted to teach, and that 
was that. It’s very rewarding. 

It definitely keeps me on my toes, literally. I 
have variety with everything I teach. 

Although we do a lot of work with ballet 
classes, because we do the shows the school 
has a nice mix for me to get involved in lots of 
different things. I mainly teach ballet, but also 
contemporary. At Dance Warehouse we have a 
bit of everything: ballet, tap, jazz, hip hop, con¬ 
temporary, creative dance and drama as well.

FORTY-TWO years ago a revolu¬ 
tionary new mode of transport was 
launched on the Dover Straits, cap¬ 
turing the imagination of the public 
like never before. 

A cross between an aircraft, a boat and a car; 
it ferried millions of people between Calais and 
Dover during its service on the Channel, 
attracting the great, the good and the curious. 

It travelled over the sea at speeds of up to 
80mph before hovering back onto land and stop¬ 
ping at the port terminal. 

But 32 years after its launch, the hovercraft 
made its last trip in 2000 - a victim of fuel price 
rises and fierce competition in the ferry indus¬ 
try. The two craft - Hoverspeed’s The Princess 
Margaret and The Princess Anne - once used on 
the Dover Straits now lie unused in a museum 
at Lee-on-Solent, cared for by a group of dedicat¬ 
ed enthusiasts. 

To celebrate their history, former captain 
Brian Laverick-Smith has organised a reunion 
for crew and the public. 

It is being held at the Ramada Hotel in Dover 
on Friday, October 1 - exactly ten years after the 
last crossing by the Channel hovercraft. 

Capt Laverick-Smith said the spirit and affec¬ 
tion for the craft lives on and some 200 people 
are expected to attend. 


“There was something unique about the job 
and everybody felt it was a special place to work 
- there was real camaraderie,” he said. 

‘We have so many interesting and funny sto¬ 
ries from the time. People were fascinated by 
the hovercraft. As it came up from the sea onto 
land you’d see faces of passengers pushed up 
against the windows. 

“After one crossing, we arrived in Calais and I 
got a call to say there was an unruly passenger 
below. A little old lady was refusing to leave, say¬ 
ing she needed to be dropped off in Paris. This 
kind of attitude was typical - people were fasci¬ 
nated by it.” 

Capt Laverick-Smith, who is a master 
mariner, said driving the craft was different to 
any other. On a ferry, as captain you stand on 
the bridge and give orders, but with the hover¬ 
craft you’re strapped in with the controls 
around you travelling at speeds of up to 80mph,” 


he said. “In a hovercraft you don’t point in the 
right direction. There’s no grip on the surface of 
the water so I’d be driving sideways, but the idea 
was to drift.” 

But despite the hovercraft’s popularity - car¬ 
rying more than 80 million people and 12 mil¬ 
lion cars during its time in Kent - competition 
from the Channel Tunnel and ferry companies 
combined with a rise in fuel prices meant its 
days were numbered. 

On October 1, 2000, the hovercraft pulled up 
at the Dover terminal for the last time, flashing 
its lights to the crew who had assembled on the 
seafront.

Dig sheds new light on history

THE first finds from a communi¬ 
ty excavation project which is 
unearthing Folkestone’s ancient 
history have come to light. 

Pottery, tile fragments and animal bones 
dating from the Iron Age and Roman occupa¬ 
tion have been found in ditches north of the 
Roman villa site, which were uncovered in 
trenches dug by volunteers. 

The three-year project, A Town Unearthed, 
focuses on Folkestone’s history pre-1500 and 
involves teams of local archaeologists, histo¬ 
rians and specialists. 

It has been more than 20 years since the 
area at East Wear Bay was last explored and 
project manager Andrew Richardson said 
more remained to be found. “It is already 
clear that a great deal of unexcavated 
archaeology survives across the site,” he said. 

“One of the most interesting discoveries so 
far is a spread of compacted greensand chip- 
pings and dust, with an unfinished quern 
stone, used for grinding com, on top of it. 

“It has been known for years that a quem 
stone industry, dating to about 2,000 years 
ago, existed at East Wear Bay, as many 
unfinished stones have been found at the site 


and on the beach below, but this find provides 
conclusive evidence of manufacture of 
quems on the clifftop, probably during the 
first century BC. 

“Very few quem production sites have been 
identified and this discovery reinforces 
Folkestone’s position as an internationally 
important Iron Age site.” 

Dig director Keith Parfitt said: ‘We are 
very pleased with the progress so far. We 
have a really good group of volunteers who 
have all worked extremely hard. 

“Some of them have been involved in exca¬ 


vations before and for others the whole thing is 
an entirely new experience. We have learnt a lot 
and so have they. We are all looking forward to 
starting excavations on the villa itself.” 

The project will be hosting a series of events, 
including guided walks, talks and workshops 
over the next three years, to promote the town’s 
heritage and get involved in both unearthing 
the past and preserving its future. 

Canterbury Christ Church University, 
Canterbury Archaeological Trust and 
Folkestone People’s History Centre are leading 
the dig, funded by a Heritage Lottery Fund 


award with support from the Roger De Haan 
Charitable Trust, Folkestone Town Council and 
Shepway Borough Council. 

The first phase of the excavation at the 
Roman villa site runs until the end of 
September and more volunteers are needed. 

This includes help with digging, washing finds 
and cataloguing them or showing people round 
the site. If you would like to get involved, email 
townunearthed@canterbury.ac.uk or call 01303 
850614, which has a 24-hour answerphone.

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Planning for our districts future 


S hepway District Council is working 
with partners to provide a Local 
Development Framework (LDF) to 
guide the planning of the district. 

The most important part of the LDF is the Core 
Strategy. This long-term plan will include 
the major sites of change, regeneration and 
conservation within the district, and set out key 
principles for future development. 

The LDF Core Strategy has so far benefited 
from hundreds of local people getting 


involved. Comments from residents, as well as 
technical studies, are guiding how necessary 
development can be provided in Shepway. 

Development aims to: 

H Make our towns more attractive and 
sustain rural communities 
H Make housing more accessible, especially 
to accommodate the natural growth in the

THE Marsh Academy enjoyed its 
best GCSE results yet, with 34 per 
cent of year 11 students gaining 
five A*-C grades, including English 
and maths. 

This is an increase on last year’s 30 per cent 
and represents a huge leap from the 18 per 
cent achieved by the final year of Southlands, 
which the academy replaced in 2007.

Chama is taking advantage of the link 
between the Marsh Academy and the 
Folkestone School For Girls, which sees post- 
16 subjects being delivered by both to broaden 
the choices available to students. 

Year 10 students at the academy also took 
their GCSEs this year, the first group to 
complete the accelerated programme. 

They begin studying for their GCSEs in year 
9, and after taking their exams in year 10 can 
move on to AS-levels or additional GCSEs in 
year 11 - or have the opportunity to spend 
another year on their GCSEs if they feel they 
need more time to achieve their grades.

Academy shows 
a steady rise in 
GCSE pass rate 

FOLKESTONE Academy has seen the 
numbers of its students gaining A*-C at 
GCSE rise to 75 per cent this year. 

This represents an increase from 63 per 
cent last year. By comparison, in 2008 the 
equivalent rate was 34 per cent. 

When including English and maths, 25 
per cent of students achieved five GCSEs 
at A*-C grades. 

Folkestone Academy principal Sean 
Heslop said: “These results show that we 
continue to make good progress in raising 
achievement levels among our students 
taking GCSEs. 

“Over twice as many of our students are 
now achieving at least five A*-C grades in 
their GCSE exams compared with two 
years ago.”

Dramatic success 
of young actors

Then, during one scene, the 
soundtrack failed to come on, but 
the company ‘vamped’ until it was 
queued up. 

Finally, during one of The 39 
Steps performances, the lead 


character said ‘69 steps’ instead 
of‘39’, but to their credit not one 
of the cast broke into laughter. 

All that aside, the show was 
outstanding, with some of the 
most powerful performances once 
again coming from Charlotte 
Edmundson, Megan Stevenson, 
James Coe, and Ben Steele. 

Charlotte has undoubtedly the 
best singing voice I have heard 
in a long time - her solo numbers 
showcased the richness and beauty 
she possesses when she sings. 

Megan’s acting ability displays 
a maturity beyond her years, 
swinging effortlessly between 
pathos and comedy without 
ham or cheese. 

Young James is beginning to 
show a real talent for comedy and 
comic timing, and though gifted 
with the Groucho Marx roles in 
A Day In Hollywood A Night 
in Ukraine, he still managed to 
make his parts look effortless.

Rural 'stitching' is in 
need of protection 

Hedgerows are one of the most 
iconic features of the English 
landscape and it’s important we 
do everything we can to halt and 
reverse their loss and degradation. 

Our survey shows that the 
Hedgerows Regulations have 
made a positive difference, but it 
also makes clear improvements 
can, and should be made. 

Local authorities have shown 
that, given the opportunity, they 
will protect these wonderful 
examples of our rural heritage. 

It’s over a decade since the 
introduction of the Hedgerows 
Regulations and the time is ripe 
for the new government to make 
improvements that will give local 
authorities the power they need to 
better protect the great diversity 
of England’s hedgerows. 

Hedgerows are the vital stitching 
in the patchwork quilt of the 
English countryside. 

They lend beauty and character 
to the landscape and provide many 
wider environmental benefits, 
including important habitats for 
a wide range of wildlife species. 

It is a criminal offence to remove 
an important hedgerow, with 
fines of up to £5,000. However, as 
management of hedgerows has 
declined, many are being lost not 
only to removal, but as they 
degenerate into lines of trees 
and shrubs. 

They are particularly important 
within areas of intensive farming, 
and for the survival of widespread, 
but declining species which are 
dependant on woodland edge, 
scrub or rough grassland habitats. 

As ready-made corridors for 
wildlife to move through the 
landscape, they should be a 
critical tool in the landscape-scale 
conservation of our natural 
environment that the new 
Government wants to see. 

However, regulations on their 
own, even with the improvements 
we would like to see, will not do 
enough to protect our hedgerows 
for future generations. 

We also need ministers to 
continue funding Environmental 
Stewardship Schemes that 
give landowners an incentive to 
preserve ancient hedgerows. 

These could be put at risk if cuts 
to Government spending fall in the 
wrong place.

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Michael Cera Vs. the same geeky 
youngster role in a feel good film 

ONE man’s quest for love could 
result in a little more than a bro¬ 
ken heart in Edgar Wright’s video 
game-styled comedy based on the 
graphic novels by Bryan 
Lee O’Malley 

A blitzkrieg on the senses from the opening 
frames, Scott Pilgrim Vs. The World will 
appeal to young, techno-sawy audiences who 
live through their joypads and remotes. 

Sound effects produce elongated on screen 
captions like BEEEEEEEEPP and when the 
characters fight, their blows land with a 
mighty THUD or KAPOW. 

Editing is frenetic, though thankfully the 
action sequences don’t reduce to an incompre¬ 
hensible blur, complimented by a loud, rocking 
soundtrack. 

Scott Pilgrim (Michael Cera) is the 22-year- 
old bass guitarist with the band Sex Bob-omb, 
which also includes guitarist Stephen Stills 
(Mark Webber), drummer Kim Pine (Alison 
Pill) and lifelong fan Young Neil (Johnny 
Simmons), who knows all of the band’s songs 
and riffs by heart. 

The eponymous strummer doesn’t enjoy a 
roaring success with girls and to stave off the 
loneliness, he begins dating 17-year-old 
Chinese Catholic schoolgirl Knives Chau 
(Ellen Wong). Gay roommate Wallace Wells 
(Kieran Culkin) is horrified and immediately 
sends a text to Scott’s sister Stacey (Anna 
Kendrick), who tries and fails to reason with 
her little brother. 

Then Scott meets the girl of his dreams, 

Ramona Flowers (Mary Elizabeth Winstead), 
and is instantly smitten. 

They share a night together and everything 
seems perfect, apart from the small matter 
that Scott has neglected to tell Knives he is 
going to dump her. 

During Sex Bob-omb’s first round perform¬ 
ance at the Toronto International Battle of the 
Bands, Ramona’s ex-boyfriend Matthew Patel 
(Satya Bhabha) challenges Scott to a duel to 
the death.

“If we’re going to date, you might have to 
defeat my seven evil exes,” Ramona reveals. 

So the plucky musician must face Lucas 
Lee, Todd Ingram, Roxy Richter, the 
Katayanagi Twin and record label supremo 
Gideon Graves. 

Scott Pilgrim vs. the World is an entertain¬ 
ing romp with a snappy script littered with 
choice one-liners (“If your life had a face, I’d 
punch it!”) 

The stylised digital effects are very cute at 


first like the little meter that appears on 
screen when Scott visits the toilet, and gradu¬ 
ally empties as he relieves himself. 

However, the bombardment lasts for almost 
two hours and by the end of the film we feel 
almost as exhausted as the characters. 

Cera plays the same role, yet again, albeit 
with a bass guitar in his hand, and Winstead 
does her best not to crack a smile as the girl 
with a knack for dating bad guys. 

Just like the end of a video game, when the 


player gets a Continue? option to insert more 
coins, Wright’s film concludes with a count¬ 
down to more potential adventures with Scott 
and the gang. 

These two hours are sufficient.

“ORDER the puffin”, the 
waiter suggested politely 
as I dithered over the 
extensive menu on my first 
evening in Iceland. 

I didn’t have the guts - quite liter¬ 
ally - so I stuck with the salmon, but 
I was the only one eating it in our 
group. The others indeed opted for 
smoked puffin - and gave it rave 
reviews. As for my fish, caught the 
very same day from a river running 
past the restaurant, it was perfect. 

The adventurous menu marked 
the beginning of what was to be an 
action-packed four-day trip. 

We took in spectacular glaciers, a 
bubbling volcano, tumbling water¬ 
falls and rolling fields. The land¬ 
scape is striking, albeit curious and 
bleak in places. 

It is impossible to forget that 
Iceland - nicknamed the land of fire 
and ice - is a country of extremes. 

Volcano enthusiasts can drive to 
Eyjafjallajokull from Reykjavik 
along Route 1 - a journey of roughly 
70 miles. It is also possible to fly over 
the volcano as we did, an experience 
well worth an afternoon if weather 
conditions permit. 

But there is so much more to 
Iceland than lava and ash. 

Iceland, situated just south of the 
Arctic Circle, is home to a population 
of 300,000. Roughly half that num¬ 
ber live in the capital, Reykjavik, 
and its neighbouring towns in the 
southwest. 

Corrugated iron-clad buildings, 
many painted in pastel hues, lend a 
picture-postcard backdrop to 
Reykjavik - where Icelanders regu¬ 
larly party right through the night. 


By day, the city’s atmosphere is 
casual and relaxed, with a dress 
code to match. By night, the stilettos 
come out and the bar crawls com¬ 
mence, lasting into and beyond the 
early hours. But Reykjavik has more 
to offer than its vibrant nightlife. 

In the daytime it is pretty and 
peaceful, with just enough bustle to 
create an atmosphere. 

The capital is small enough to 
explore by foot, and wherever you 
are in the city, you are never far from 
a decent coffee and a spot to sit down 
and people-watch. 

Reykjavik is also an ideal base 
from which to explore the rest of the 
country. About four buses leave the 
city each day for the Blue Lagoon, 
where you can share the locals’ fond¬ 
ness for outdoor bathing by plung¬ 
ing into mineral-enriched waters at 
a breathtaking 38C. 


The Jokulsarlon iceberg lagoon, on 
the south side of Vatnajokull, is a 
must-see. 

The lagoon is a sprawling lake of 
glacial meltwater into which huge 
icebergs have floated, having broken 
away from the glacier. 

The fact that such an inevitably 
popular spot has been left exactly as 
nature intended is striking. 

Except for the unobtrusive boat 
that chugs through the lagoon, there 
is nothing. No fast food chain to cash 
in on the scores of tourists flocking 
through the area, no souvenir store, 
no ticket booth. 

And the same can be said 
about hundreds of Iceland’s natural 
wonders. 

Our guide tells us that Icelanders 
want to keep it that way - unspoilt - 
and it is certainly worth a visit while 
they do.

Fiat shows its support 
for Panda conservation 


EVEN on holiday in Greece I was 
being a car bore, asking the ex-pat 
manager of the car hire office what 
was his best little runner. 

“The Fiat Panda, mate,” he said, without 
hesitation. “Customers love ‘em and they are 
bulletproof - despite everything thrown at 
them on the roads here.” 

Praise indeed on Kefalonia, the island 
famous for Captain Corelli’s Mandolin, but 
more a setting for Charlie Cairoli and his 
Clowns judging by the driving standards and 
rugged terrain. 

Back home, I borrowed a test car close to 
Greek car hire spec: the 1.1-litre Active Eco 
(£7,665) entry model, though it doesn’t come 
with air con or even an option to have it - you 
must trade up to the 1.2 Dynamic Eco (£8,565) 
to get that as standard. 

I have driven Pandas before, but always 
higher spec versions such as the 1.3-litre 
diesel and madcap 100HP hot hatch. 

I found the entry car just as enjoyable 
though, despite its modest 54bhp, needing 15 
seconds to haul the Panda to 62mph.

Of course, it looks spartan inside and I would 
want the split folding rear seats that come with 
dearer versions - to complement the van-like 
cargo options - but it still has electric front 
windows, CD sound system and two-speed 
power steering that allows easy parking. 

Lightly-laden, the Panda can be firm and 
fidgety, but it a fun drive and an average of 
nearly 60mpg, group one insurance and tri¬ 
fling road tax - zero in year one - gives more 
to grin about. 

And there’s the car’s triumph of ergonomics 
- a high-mounted gearshift beneath where the 
hand falls naturally off the steering wheel. 

But the five-door Panda is compact, so rear 
legroom is not great and the boot is small 
when the seats are in place, but this city car is 
still a marvel seven years after launch, when 
it was European Car of the Year. 

As our man on Kefalonia confirmed, it has a 
reputation for reliability too, helping to restore 
faith in Fiat after some dark days on the qual¬ 
ity front. 

There is talk the current car will be replaced 
next year, but don’t be surprised if it’s no more 
than a thorough facelift. 

Remember... don’t fix it, if it ain’t broke.

EVOLVING: Planning rules change for our villages 

Villages given chance to 
grow under new ruling 

NEW planning rules could change the 
way Kent’s villages grow and see them 
evolve in a different way, according to 
property consultants Smiths Gore. 

The Community Right to Build propos¬ 
als, which were outlined earlier this 
summer by the coalition Government, 
aim to give communities the power to 
develop new homes with greater autono¬ 
my, allowing them to proceed without a 
specific planning application. 

This would still oblige them to meet 
minimum criteria for development to local 
authorities, which may include strong 
local support, meeting environmental tar¬ 
gets and making sure it does not expand 
the size of the community too rapidly. 

Steve Briggs, planner and partner at 
Smiths Gore, said the proposals should 
make things easier and may return 
Britons to the policy of bygone years, when 
villages evolved more or less naturally. 

“One would like to think that, in the 
long term, the positives will see local 
people staying within their local commu¬ 
nities rather than being forced to look 
for homes in urban areas on account of 
economics,” he added. 

Lure of being beside the 
sea is on the increase 

THE UK is seeing increased demand for 
coastal housing, according to Waterside 
Properties. 

Peter Halliday, managing director of 
Waterside Properties, said the south of 
England has some “excellent options” for 
househunters who long to be by the sea. 

“Most of the people that buy are buy¬ 
ing for a lifestyle move; they are selling 
up their family home and moving down 
to the coast,” he said. “That is still hap¬ 
pening in reasonable numbers.” 

Mr Halliday went on to say that while 
properties by the coast tend to attract 
higher prices, they are still subject to the 
same forces of supply and demand and 
have neither risen nor fallen substan¬ 
tially in value in the past two years.

Some 43 per cent of first-time buyers spend 
their first £1,000 on sofas and armchairs, fol¬ 
lowed by beds and kitchen appliances. 

However, around half a million choose pleas¬ 
ure over practicality, putting a large proportion 
of their cash towards a house-warming party. 

There area also a number of quick and easy 
ways for homeowners to improve the energy 
efficiency of their properties, which may in 
turn make them more attractive to buyers in 
the future. 


Gordon Miller, sustainability and communi¬ 
cations director of Sustain, said proper insula¬ 
tion does not cost much and is supported by 
government grants. 

“Before you even think about trying to gener¬ 
ate electricity or hot water, make sure that the 
home is properly insulated,” he commented. 

For buyers, purchasing an eco-friendly home 
will not necessarily cost any more than it would 
to buy a conventional home, Mr Miller added. 

Last month, the Energy Technologies Institute 
revealed a new £3 million project to design a 
supply chain solution to improve the energy effi¬ 
ciency of the 26 million homes still expected to be 
in use by 2050. The project includes identifying 
ways existing properties can be retrofitted and 
stimulating demand for eco-friendly housing. 

All these improvements can help to keep 
heat inside the four walls during cold snaps - 
meaning lower bills. 


Construction industry suffering from economic downturn 


A RECENT drop-off in construc¬ 
tion orders is bad news for the 
industry according to the Federa¬ 
tion of Master Builders (FMB), 
after surveyors reported a fall in 
total construction workloads. 

Figures from the Royal Instit¬ 
ution of Chartered Surveyors found 


public housing and other municipal 
works were the worst-affected 
sectors, probably as a result of 
cuts in government spending.

Markit/CIPS Construction 

Purchasing Managers’ Index 
shows UK construction activity 


slowed to its weakest level in four 
months in July. 

“Sadly, none of this is a total 
surprise as it reflects the feedback 
we have been getting from our 
members about the building 
industry suffering because there 
is less government money avail¬ 


able for capital projects,” said 
Brian Berry, director of external 
affairs at the FMB. 

However, he went on to say the 
Government’s Green Deal, which 
will see 26 million homes retrofit¬ 
ted, could potentially offer new job 
opportunities for builders.
